Of the $917.7 million appropriated for Haiti for new bilateral programs, a total of $184.3 million 
was obligated, including $162.9 million in ESF, $1.1 million in US AID Operating Expenses, and 
$20.3 million in INCLE funds. Of that amount, a total of $123.8 million was expended. 

The U.S. Government (USG) partnered with the Government of Haiti (GOH) and the 
international community in an effort to "build back better" after the January 2010 earthquake and 
lay the foundation for long-term stability and economic growth. USG assistance supports cash- 
for-work activities such as rubble removal in the most devastated areas affected by the 
earthquake, clearing of canals to mitigate flooding and improving water access points. 

USG funds support rural agricultural development, the basic economic engine of Haiti, by 
training farmers on modern agriculture methods to improve productivity, allowing farmers to 
benefit economically through natural resource conservation in productive plains while 
conserving watersheds, and improvement of farm-to-market roads in key agricultural areas. 

The USG is providing a temporary structure to house the Haitian Parliament, and supported 
dialogue and citizen engagement by organizing presidential debates, observing and monitoring 
election polls, and providing audio and print media to encourage citizens to exercise their right to 
vote. USG assistance provided support to the Haitian Ministry of Women's Affairs to update 
and print Sexual & Gender Based Violence prevention tools and allowed the Smithsonian 
Institution to support the Haitian Ministry of Culture to preserve and conserve Haiti's cultural 
heritage such as protecting artifacts recovered in the historical district of Port-au-Prince and 
conserving murals from the Holy Trinity Church. 

The USG has also contributed $120 million in ESF to the Haiti Reconstruction Fund (HRF), a 
multi-donor trust fund administered by the World Bank which will fund projects in housing, 
rubble removal, education and a partial credit guarantee program to support finance for small and 
medium-sized enterprises. 

INCLE funds continue to support the training and deployment of U.S. police officers in support 
of the UN Stabilization Mission in Haiti, which mentors and advises the Haitian National Police 
(HNP); helps to repair earthquake damaged portions of the HNP police academy; and supports 
repairs to prison facilities damaged in the earthquake, of which architectural and design work is 
complete. 

Additional Supplemental funds in the amount of $582 million were used to reimburse US AID for 
disaster response activities immediately after the earthquake and to provide debt relief for Haiti 
to the International Fund for Agricultural Development and the Inter-American Development 
Bank. Providing debt relief allows the GOH the ability to direct and spend its own money 
toward relief efforts and ensure salaries of civil servants are funded.
